OSWALD LABELED HIS IDEAL SOCIETY AS "THE AT HEX AN (SIC) SYSTEM" AND 
DESCRIBED IT AS "A SYSTEM OPPOSED TO COMMUNISM, SOCIALISM AND CAPITAL-
